They toured Romania 3 times, released one album in 2008 - "Transit", toured 
with Confronto, 25talife, Questions and next year they are celebrating 10 years of 
existence. These 3 boys and one girl are United & Strong and they were nice enough 
to answer a few questions for us. 


l.So you've played Romania 3 times , 
some thoughts about the scene? 



Christian: 

For me your scene seemes to be pretty united. 
Cause all the people that made the shows on 
our tour know and respect each other and the 
special thing about the Cluj/Bistritia crew is 
that they are all still friends over the years and 
stick together. Seing all these different people 
still together, just being friends and having a 
common aim is always great. This is the speical 
thing about the romanian scene. 


2.Did you notice any changes in Romania during these 3 years? 


Fio: 

I guess you can already feel that 
much has happened since romania 
joined the european union. the 
streets are getting better, people 
don't drive as crazy as they used to, 
there is a gas station on every 
corner, you can see all the big 
western european supermarket 
chains everywhere. 


Christian: 

The differences between Romania and 
west europe are getting smaller, this is 
obviuos but with that it feels like Romania 
looses its exotic flair it has for us and this 
is something I dont like about the EU, just 
brings the capitalism and makes whole 
europe the same boring place. 


3.What do you think are the main differences between the western European 

hardcore scene and the eastern one? 


Christian: 

The main difference is that the different subgenres of 
hardcore/punk are not divided as much as they are in 
germany. We have enough shows for only deathcore, 
oldschool, melodic hardcore, crust, beatdown or 
whatever kind of bands and people. And you make 
shows for all kind of bands and the scene is not as 
business orientated as the german scene. And I really 
hope that you keep it like that. 




4.1s it harder to tour in the east than in the west? I mean there's a big difference in 
infrastructura and the money is probably better in the west. 


Fio: 

-Yes, it is different but there are also differences between 
eastern european countries. when we crossed the border 
from moldova to Romania the difference was obvious 
and romania seemed so much more like for example 
germany. i don't know if it's harder to tour the east, of 
course sometimes you have to drive absurd distances to 
get to the next show but aii the shows were so good so 
it just doesn't really matter if it's harder. and yes, 
sometimes the roads are shitty and the borders outside 
the european union can be scary but there are enough 
gas stations and banks so we never had a problem with 
that. 


Christian: 

The touring in east europe is harder when it comes to 
driving, Crossing borders and changing money. In 
germany a distance of 500km means 5 hours of 
driving in the east it means 8-10 hours. But when it 
comes to playing great shows it is much easier in east 
europe. Most of the poeple really apriciate that you 
drove 10 or 15 hours and got fucked by the cops on 
the streets and go crazy at the show. Which makes us 
forget the long drives and problems at the borders. 
And we never tour or play shows because of money 
and dont wanna think about it too much. 


5.You've played Moldova this year. How was it? I 
know there aren't a lot of hardcore shows there. 

Florian: 

it was amazing and weird the same time. weird because 
the venue was a "bowling palace", which was really clean 
and didn't look like the "typical" hardcore/punk venue. 
great because we were treated so well by everyone, the 
show was amazing, after the show we shot a million 
photos with basically everyone. and yes it's true, the 
scorpions had a show two days after we did. so i guess 
it's clear: scorpions: 0; United and strong: 1! 

Christian: 

They told us that we will be probably one of the first 
german hardcore bând ever playing in Chisinau and they 
dont really know about any hardcore bands from outside 
of Moldova that played there before either, so we didnt 
know what to expect. And I was afraid, cause we are just 
a small german bând that likes to tour and now we 
should be one of the first bands in Moldova. 

Vova, Marina, Slava and the whole Harvey Dent crew 
cared so much for us and stayed awake whole night 
waiting for us and served lots of food after we arrived 
finally after 18 hours driving through the night on 
abandon roads and Crossing a scary border, this was 
allready much more than we expected. And the show 
was just crazy in the fancy bowling piaza and signing 
posters afterwards. I dont know what to say, great 
experience and great new friends. 

7.The tough guy image is sometimes associated with hardcore, and especially beatdown hardcore. What do you 
PI Q . think about this? 

People tend to compensate their own prejudices and behavior into something they can be scared of and/or 
something/someone they can condemn. the ''tough guy" can be found everywhere not just in the hardcore scene, 
people should look into the mirror and start to think about themselves before they start printing "no tough guys 
allowed" onto their hardcore posters, because this is not how you become an antisexist! it's no coincidence that 
most of the bands have only male members. 

Christian: 

It is exactly like Fio says, "tough guys" are not just the people listening to heavy hardcore stuff and dancing hard, 
you also have stupid "tough guys" in wannabe antisexist male bands. We once met a bând playing melodic 
hardcore with aii the fashion attributes and of course the antisexist sticker on their merchbox and the antisexist 
message on stage. The first thing they told us was that the girls are beautiful here and have big boobs. They are 
the real stupid tough guys. 

8.1 noticed that there is a big rift between the different punk scenes in western Europe. I mean the kids you see 
at a crust show are not usually the kids you see at a hardcore show. Is this ok? Why do you think things are this 
way? 

Fio: 

No, it's a shame! people are so intolerant, there's nothing worse than watching three bands that sound all the 
same in front of an audience looking all the same. i hope people here will not pick up this trend. 


6.What do yo think about 
hardcore and politics? I 
heard people in bands say 
the two shouldn't mix. 
How do you feel about it? 

Florian: 

It's not two things that 
should mix, it's actually 
one thing that's not to be 
seperated! an antifascist, 
antiracist and antisexist 
attitude and a healthy 
antipathy towards hierarchies, authorities and 
cops is probably the most important thing that 
separates this kind of music from anything else. 

Christian: 

All the bands saying that politics have nothing 
to do with hardcore are just afraid to take a 
stand, and this is what hardcore is about, 
having something to say. How can you write 
angry lyrics if you don't wanna think about 
politics... government, cops, nazis? 




Christian: 

It is because there are so many bands and people in 
all these scenes, they can survive parallel with their 
own dresscodes and scene laws. They dont need to 
be open minded. I hate it. 

9.0k, now to the important questions. What's up 
with the name? 

Christian: 

It all started beside our first hardcore bând, which 
was all very serious although we didn't know what 
to do and I was just sick of it. So we started United 
And Strong and searched for a real hardcore 
stereotype bandname. And then UAS became more 
serious and we didn't want to change our name into 
a fancy one to get more scenepoints so it stayed 
like that till today. And on the other hand, as cheezy 
as it sounds, but this is what we stand for, United 
and strong!

We hope that we can do something 
special next year, cause it will be our 
10 year anniversary. Beside that we 
always wanna tour crazy countries and 
play nice shows in Germany.

Fio:

I have to say that on the whole tour all the people 
cared so good for us, we arrived, they told us whats 
gonna happen, if we had some time we could sleep 
and they always gave us so much and good food 
especially Cluj, Chisinau and Alex mother in 
Uzhgorod!

People think it’s NOT normal for a girl to be alone on 
the street after dark. And anything that could happen 
to her is normal; because she SHOULDN’T have been there 


in the first place. "Of course she was raped. what did 
she think it would happen if she walks alone at 
night?" 

This fear of walking alone after dark has become a 
part of a woman’s every-day-life. Part of my life. 

Women are supposed to fear the night. A woman on a 
dark street is either a whore, an easy prey or she is 
asking for trouble. None sense my friend! 

After dark restricliion? Curfew? Is this really a solu- 
tion? Do women need permission to walk at night? Do I 
need to always have someone to walk with %e at night?

-Afraid to walk alone. 


In the last few years , I have never went out during evening/night by myself. I don’t feel 
safe and I am very scared. My boyfriend is almost all the time with me, he doesn’t like me 
being all by myself when it’s dark. If he somehow can’t be with me, I ask other friends to 
take me home or join me where I have to go. 

Why this? Because a lady, is not safe by herself. I used to be ok with being by myself during 
night time. That changed after I’ve been followed by different people on different occasion. 
One night I’ve been followed by a taxi driver for a few meters, nothing happened. The same 
night, I was waiting for a friend, and he was late. For a half an hour, a guy was standing 
across the Street and then he came to ask me for a fire and went to a bar and kept coming 
back, nothing happened, but it was scarv again. On another night, a drunken man on a 
bicycle started to caii me and swear. He was telling me that he’s gonna get me and kept on 
swearing. Lucky me he was that drunk that he wasn’t able to drive his bike properly and I 
ran and got away from that. Scary AGAIN. But probably the scariest thing was when, after 
going out, i was going home, and from one point I told my boyfriend that I can go alone 
now. I was pretty close to home. After 2 minutes of walking alone, a car started to drive 
just by my side. The driver was telling me to get in the car, I was ignoring him and tried to 
walk faster, then took my cell phone and called my boyfriend. During that time, the guy 
didn’t go away and he was telling me : “get in the fucking car you cunt” and other nasty 
things. He went away when he heard me talking on the phone: “A fucking asshole is 
following me, come back”. After he heard that he kept on following me for a little while 
and then drove away, in that time, my boyfriend was already running back towards me. Ever 
since that night, I avoid being by myself during night time. I am too scared that something 
really bad can happen to me, and I do believe that every girl feels the same thing. I will not 
try to be brave and walk alone. If I have to go somewhere, I caii somebody to take me, and 
lucky me, my friends understand this problem. Worst case, if I have the money, I take a cab. 
The dangers that a girl has to face when walking in the streets at night are real and they 
must not be ignored. We should all take a minimum of precaution, to avoid some unpleasant 
situations. Like I said above, my first choice is having someone with me. Other thing I do, 
when I am by myself, I caii someone and keep the person on the phone, letting them know 
where I am. By having someone on the phone, the person at the other end of the line knows 
where I am and can hear if something is happening. Or sometimes you can have a pepper 
spray, although I don’t really know how effective that can be, and must be placed 
somewhere easy to reach. Or other weapons, but that is illegal (hohohaha) and might not 
work if we don’t know how to use them. Anyway, most of the seif defense weapons are 
illegal, and usually having them when attacked by a gang are fucking useless.

Companiea figured out tkat, if tkey labei 
tkeir product aa "eco-f riendly", and aelling tkem at a kigker 
price, tkey can make a lot of profit. Tkia ia kow our keloved 
capitaliat ayatem takea advantage of tke aituation. Recently 
tkia capitaliat-environmentaliam kaa gone aa far aa to try 
to quantify tke environment in terma of economic value- 
tkat ia "kow muck money can we make if we preaerve tkia 
ecoayatem". On one kand, mainatream environmental groupa 
kave received more attention tkan ever, wkilat graaa-roota 
underground groupa are being labeled terroriata ( read more 
on www.greeniatkenewred.com ). Some problema receive too muck 
attention, wkile otkera are completely ignored. 

A good example would be 
Roaia Montana, in tke 
Apuaeni Mountaina. Tkere'a 
a big campaign "Salvaţi 
Roaia Montana" (Save Roaia 
Montana) againat an open 
pit gold mining project, 
led by a group called 
"Alburnua Major", wkilat 
only a few kilometera 
away, at Roaia Poieni 
tkere’a one of tke biggeat 
open pit minea in Europe, 
in exploitation, tkat 
nobody apeaka about. 




Even the way they built their campaign around is very 
biaaed- ahowing picturea of beautifull mountain landacapea 
that "are aoon to fee deatroyed", whilat if they were to turn 
the camera around 180 degreea, you'll aee a lifeleaa 
moonacape, filled with ruaty old mining machinea, from the 
previoua exploitationa and red, acid water atreama (hence the 
name Roaia). It haa become clear that legialatora dealing 
with environmental iaauea, alwaya put the prioritiea of the 
corporationa/atate, regardleaa of the type of political 
ayatem- capitaliat or "communiat"- in front of the problema 
they ahould fix. 

To better underatand what we're 
dealing with, we have to look at 
the fundamental aource of the 
problem, that ia, the way our 
Cşocie^by viewa the relationahip 
between humana and the reat of the 
world. And the phraae "humana and 
the reat of the world"- auma it all 
up. We view ouraelvea aa a aeparate 

entity. 

"Anthropocentriam, the dominant 
world view of weatern culture, 
placea our primary focua on 
human aociety, to the excluaion 
of the reat of life". On the other 
hand, "a biocentric view doea not 
reject human aociety, but doea 
move it out of the atatua of 
auperiority and pută it into 
balance with all other life 
forcea". 

No matter how much lawa, our "repreaentativea" paaa in 
favour of environmental protection, thinga are unlikely to 
change for the better, with thia (anthropocentric) way of 
thinking.

What is the first thing that comes to mind when someone says the word "free" in Romania? 
Don't trick your mind in going to far just think of the term free in Romania, concerning 
Products. It is almost impossible for one to believe that someone is willing to offer something 
genuinely free nowadays. 

Nothing is really free, in order to get something free here you need to buy something in a 
promotion and based on the thing you purchased you get something for free, but why buy 
something first and then receive something for free. Some people don't even have the 
possibility to buy something in order to get the free part of it, promotions like buy one get one 
free. That is not getting something for free that is marketing, and the whole marketing concept 
does not help people get what they really need cheaper or free, that is not a good deal. 

The concept freeshop gravitates around the idea of exchange of products and goods among 
people without money, it is a project of anticapitaist seif organization that opposes to the idea 
of the implication of money in consumption. It is not a charity center it is completely open to 
aii who wish to give or to receive certain items. Thus, it is one of the few social contexts in 
which aii individuals are equal in rights and opportunities to purchase goods. 


Based on this idea near the beginning of the new school 
year we decided to organize such a movement to help 
people that do not have the possibility to buy school 
supplies for their young ones ,to give them the chance 
to go to the first day of school aii geared up and ready.

In Romania, people who don't have money to get their 
children ready for school don't send them to school and 
an far as I know everyone has the right to study and 
go to school even if they have or don't have money to 
do it. i ' 


F he activity had a lot more success than we thought it would 
have. In just a few minutes after we settled down people started 
coming, first skeptical because it was hard for the to believe that 
aii the thing there were 100% free. We managed to gear up lots 
of children for their first day of school and all we wanted and 
received in exchange was the genuine smile of gratitude and 
happiness that those kids shared with us. 





We received a lot of 
feedback from local 
media organizations, 
meaning that the concept 
got through and we 
managed to send a 
message. The action had 
a very big impact because 
it was the first school 
supply freeshop in Cluj, 
even if the people who 
took the thing did not 
exchange the with 
something else its still a 
good start, it takes time 
for people to understand 
this concept and start 
adhering to it. 
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Another big problem that really slows down the whole 
concept of freeshop is the legal matters of it. We leave in a 
country where it is almost illegal to exchange goods for free 
on a large scale wherever you want and whenever you

Ass'n'Dick, The Antibeat, Asbestos in Osbestrics, Scheise Minelli, Pavilionul 32, Critica 
Radicala, Las Hope and so on... in no particular order. (check www.myspace.com/bhcb and 
www.myspace.com/thrashsilvania for all the posters for the past and future shows).

Of course they flew the 
place soon. 

This first show was a boost at least for some of us, 
and since then we are promoting shows, cooking 
food and giving the bands a place to sleep. Trying 
to create a scene in Cluj Napoca. And to be 
honest, I think it worked/works.

OTE: all the recipies that 
you will see hare are 
100% vegan and low budget. 

Potato soufle with brocoli 

(for 10 persons) 

You need: 

- 25 medium potatoes 

- 1 kg brocoli (I used frozen-didn’t find fresh) 

- 600 grams of firm tofu (I used smoked, it’s 
delicious) 

- A handfull of chopped fresh parsley 

- A bit of oii - I’d say somewhere around 8 
spoons (I used sunflower oii) 

- Salt 

How to: 

First of all, you have to peel the potatoes and 
cut them in medium chunks. After that you 
boii them with salt until they are very soft. 
After they are boiled, you străin them, leave 
just a little little bit of the water they were 
boiled in.Mash (MOSHî!) them and add the 
oii while mashing. So we have MOSHED 
potatoes! 

Take the tofu and MOSH that one too with 
a fork and then add it to the potatoes. Add 
the chopped parsley too and ştir it good. 

Put the mixture into an oven pot and level it 
nicely. Now add the chopped brocoli on the 
top of the potatoes. Put the THING in the 
preheated oven and leave it for about 30 
minutes. It should get a little bit of a golden 
crust on the sides and on the top. 










Vegan “meat” balls - again for 
10 persons 
You need: 

- 200 g Textured Soy Proteins 
(granulated) - the ones that resembles 
the ground beef 

- about 10 garlic cloves 

- 6 spoons of oii (sunflower) 

- 6 slices of bread 

- 2 spoons of white flour 

- 2 table spoons of dry dill 

- 1 table spoon of paprika 

- a handfull of chopped fresh parsley 

- salt 


And finally ... 

Beetroot and Apple salad 


How to: 

Boii the soy in about 2 liters of water. I add to the 
water a little vegeta and salt. It takes about 20 
minutes for the soy to be finished. Străin the 
soy.Put it in a bowl. Soak the bread in a little bit 
of water and MOSH it well. Add it in the bowl 
with the soy. Then you add all the rest of the 
ingredients: the finely chopped garlic, 

parsley,paprika,oii,salt,dill and flour. You mix 
them very well. You când use a food procesing 
robot. I didn’t, I don’t have one. You have the 
mixture!! Now make small soy balls and put them 
on a oven tray. Put them in the preheated oven at 
medium fire. After 15 minutes, you should turn 
them on the other side.

Human and Animal Rights 


One struggle. One fight. 


Universal Declaration of Animal Rights 


flrticle 1 

Sil animals have equal rights to exist within the context of biological equilibrium. This egnality of rights does not overshadow the diversity of species 
and of individuals. 
flrticle 2 

Sil animal life has the right to be respected. 
flrticle 3 

1°- Animals must not be subjected to bad treatments or to cruel acts. 

2°- If it is necessary to kill an animal, it must be instantaneous, painless and canse no apprebension. 

3°- S dead animal must be treated with decency. 
flrticle 4 

F-Wild animals have the right to live and to reproduce in freedom in their own natural environment. 

2°- The prolonged deprivation of the freedom of wild animals, hnnting and fishing practised as a pastime, as well as any nse of wild animals for reasons 
that are not vital, are contrary to this fundamental right. 

Srticle 5 

1°- Sny animal which is dependent on man has the right to proper snstenance and care. 

2°- It must under no circumstances be abandoned or killed unjustifiably. 

3°- Sil forms of breeding and uses of the animal must respect the physiology and behaviour specific to the species. 

4°- Exhibitions, shows and films involving animals must also respect their dignity and must not include any violence whatsoever. 

Srticle 6 

F- Experiments on animals entailing physical or psychological snffering violate the rights of animals. 

2°-Eeplacement methods must be developed and systematically implemented. 

Srticle I 

Sny act unnecessary involving the death of an animal, and any decision leading te snch an act, constitute a crime against life. 

Srticle 8 

F- Sny act compromising the survival of a wild species and any decision leading to snch an act are tantamount to genocide, that is to say, a crime 
against the species. 

2°- The massacre of wild animals, and the pollution and destruction of biotopes are acts of genocide. 

Srticle 9 

F- The specific legal status of animals and their rights must be recopised by law. 

2°- The protection and safety of animals must be represented at the level of Governmental organizations. 

Srticle 10 

Educaţional and schooling authorities must ensure that citizens learn from childhood to observe, understand and respect animals. 


"The ascription of moral and legal rights to animals, and their enshrinement in a United Nations 
Declaration of Animal Rights is a logical and inevitable progression of ethical thinking."
